Both methods have 
vadvantagos, he said, but in his talk 
he seemed to favor the method of 
accepting only that fact which ap- 
peared reasonable.

OVATION GIVEN 
BAKER AT OLLIE 


Muscatine Publisher Is 
Speaker at M. W. A. 
Lodge Outing 


OLLIE, Ia.—(Special) — Before 
an enthusiastic crowd of 2,000 peo- 
ple gathered at the city park 
Thursday afternoon, Norman Bak- 
er, Muscatine publisher and crusad- 
er for the rights of the farmer and 
laborer, was given a huge ovation 
when he spoke in favor of adoption 
by the farmer of a one-unit plan 
of farm organization and relief. 

The occasion was the first an- 
nual picnic of the Modern Wood- 
men of America camp at Ollie, 
which organization was eulogized 
by the speaker. Jake Lenker, the 
“Fighting Dutchman” of Cedar 
county, spoke prior to Mr. Baker 
and related some of the difficulties 
that Cedar county farmers have en- 
countered in resisting the T. B. 
tests. 

The speaker stated that courage 
among the farmers of Cedar coun- 
ty, has caused them to be recogniz- 
ed all over the United States, and 
that letters of encouragement are 
being received daily by the protec- 
tive association, commending them 
upon their stand against the T. B. 
cattle test. 

Speaker Given Ovation 

A thunderous ovation by his 
admirers, many of who came from 
great distances to hear the crusader 
for the farmers deliver his address, 
greeted the speaker upon introduc- 
tion. Cries of “Baker for Gover- 
nor,” were heard throughout the 
entire crowd, and it was fully a 
minute before the speaker couid 
proceed with his talk. 

Problems of the farmers in gen- 
eral were among the high lights of 
Mr. Baker’s talk. The speaker en- 
umerated many things of interest 
that have transpired during the 46 
years of entrenchment of political 
powers in the capital at Des Moines 
and which, he said, have held no 
interest in the welfare of the farm- 
er and the laboring man. 


Mr. Baker reiterated former 
statements that much could be done 
by the farmers with a united stand 
under one banner, and under the 
leadership of fearless, courageous 
men. He cited “Alfalfa Bill” Mur- 
ray, governor of Oklahoma, who, 
within a period of 30 days, brought 
the price of oil from 10 cents a bar- 
rel up to $1. The speaker said the 
farmers could do the same if they 
were united under one banner, and 
that his only purpose in making 
public speeches was to help the 
farmer to better himself after the 
eleven years of depression they have 
gone through. Many times, during 
his address, the speaker was inter- 
rupted by rounds of applause. 

Must Unite For Relief. 


The speaxer said that although 
station K-TN?P ‘at Muscatine had 
been closed, it would not deter him 
from his original purposes in furth- 
‘ering the cause of the farmer, la- 
boror and common people. He said 
that Wall street is, to a great ex- 
tent, responsible for the low prices 
of wheat, corn and other farm com- 
modities, and that the ?armer can 
expect no relief until the time 
comes that they are wnited as one 
unit. This alone, he said, will bring 
back prosperity to the farmer. 

Mr. Baker cited that careful se- 
lection should be made of the can- 
didates who would. seek the favor 
of the farmer in 1932, and warned 
his listeners that in making their 
selection, they should be sure that 
the candidates stood for equality 
and justice. 

The speaker stated that during 
the past five years, he had fought 
against an invasion of the capital- 
istic groups and that he had 
prophesied many of the things that 
have occurred recently. Mr. Baker 
said he held no malice toward any 
organization composed of farmers 
or laboring men, but that in his 
opinion, one organized group would 
be more powerful in the matter of 
securing proper legislation for 
farmers’ relief, than by having four 
or five different organizations fight- 
ing for different things. 

Denies Hospital Closed | 


Mr. Baker told of the unfair tac- 
tics being used by various newspa- 
pers and other enemies who are 
claiming the Baker hospital in Mus- 
catine has been closed. Applause 
greeted his statement that such 
tactics are but one of the many pol- 
icies being fostered by those who 
are attempting to wreck him, and 
also his statement that the Baker 
hospital has not been closed, and is 
always open. 


In conclusion, the speaker let it 
be known that in 1932, the farmers 
should unite in their selection of 
men for political offices. Mr. Baker 
said that although he had no poli- 
tical aspirations, if the time should 
come when the farmers, the labor- 
ers and the common people would 
choose him as their leader, he would 
be ready to serve them in any cap- 
acity that would be of benefit. 

Mr. Baker added that if elected as 
governor, he would administrate the 
duties of the office according to his/ 
oath, and at all times be faithful 
to the trust imposed in him. Ap- 
plause followed this statement that; 
if chosen for the office, he would 
endeavor to give a clean-cut econ- 
omical administration.

The Progressive Pub com- 
pany, publisher of the dwest 
Free Press, today moved to have set 
aside the judgment rendered by de- 
fault against it Thursday in favor 
of E. W. Backus, et, al, receivers of 
the Minnisota & Ontario Paper 
Co. The judgment was obtained 
through a misunderstanding on the 
part of the defendant as to what 
proceedings had been taken in the 
matter. The defendant had in- 
structed Attorney C. P. Hanley to 
appear for it, through its manag- 
ing editor, W. D. Randall, but due 
to a misunderstanding between Mr. 
Hanley and Mr. Randall, the mat- 
ter was not given attention on the 
opening day of. the term. 

The suit grows out of the refus- 
al of the publisher of the Free Press 
to pay for the dirty yellow paper 
which it was forced to issue its 
paper during the first two months 
of its existence, the quality and col- 
or of thé paper sent by the Minne- 
sota & Ontario Paper Co., being 
well remembered by Free Press rea- 
ders. The paper ordered was a blue- 
white paper of good quality and the 
paper received was of a miserable 
quality, which tore easily and was 
so dark in color as to be almost un- 
readable.

WASHINGTON—(INS)—The ad- 
ministration was casting an anxi- 
ous eye today at the activities of 
the American Legion and other 
soldier organizations. 

On one score—Immediate pay- 
ment of the remaining two billion 
dollars due on the bonus — the 
president and his supporters in 
congress were preparing for a bit- 
ter fight. 

On another—the Legion’s action 
in assembling a national unemploy- 
ment conference here next Monday 
—the White House was hon-com- 
mital, but frem surface appear- 
ances the administration was puz- 
zled and apparently worried. 

There is every indication the 
veterans will present a united front 
next Decémber in demanding in- 
stant liquidation of the bonus. The 
Veterans of Foreign wars already 
have adopted such a plank, despite 
administration pleadings and it 
seems probable the American 
Legion will do likewise when it 
meets in annual convention at De- 
troit on the 21st. 

President Hoover has taken the 
position this would constitute an 
unjustifiable raid on the raid on the treasury.

SPIDER CORN CAKES 

One and two-third cups granu- 
lated cornmeal, 1-2 cup fluor, i 
cup sour milk, 1 cup sweet milk, 2 
eggs, 1 teaspoon soda, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 3 tablespoons sugar. Beat the 
eggs, add the sweet and sour milk, 
sugar, meal, flour and salt. Dis- 
solve the soda in a teaspoon hot 
water and add to mixture. Stir 
well. Heat the spider hot, put in 
2 tablespoons butter, which will 
grease it well. Pour in the batter 


and on top pour 1 cup sweet milk, 
but do not sir. Bake in hot oven 
30 minutes. Cover if getting too 
brown. When done there will be 
a streak of custard through it. 


POTATO CROQUETTES 

Mix 3 cups sifted bread crumbs, 
1-4 cup grated cheese, a few sprigs 
of parsley cut fine (not too small), 
1 teaspoon salt and 1-2 teaspoon 
pepper. Into these put 6 large-sized 
mashed potatoes and 3 eggs. Mix 
all together and when all is mixed 
will form into flat oblongs about 
2 inches long (not too fat) and fry 
until brown. These can be fried 
in butter, lard, or olive oil. This 
recipe usually makes 30 or more. 


WELSH RABBIT 
Cut 1-2 pound cheese into pieces 
and melt with a piece of butter the 
size of a walnut. Add 1 teaspoon 
salt and a pinch of mustard. Whip 
1 egg with 1-2 pint of cream and 
add to other ingredients. Serve at 

once on toasted crackers.

LUXURY ADDICTS 

Henry D. Thoreau, who did very 
deep and incisive thinking and 
wrote forceful and intelligent 
prose, was hardly a luxury addict. 

He spent a. great deal of his time 
in a tiny shanty on the banks of 
Walden Pond, chopping down trees 
to.keep himself in condition, and 
making an intensive study of the 
wild life that he found around him, 

In one of his essays he wrote: 
“Most of the luxuries, and many cf 
the so-called comforts of life are 
not only indispensable, but positive 
hindrances to. the elevation of 
mankind. “4 

‘Few. people today would care to 
live as ‘Thoreau did, in a tiny shack 
and.on plain fare, and most of the 
‘|time at>war with conventionality 
and’ stupidity. 

But it would unquestionably be 
better for. most of us if we lived 
without luxury at least long enough 
% ve that it is not indispens- 
able, 

The ‘desire of a parent who has 
spent a youth of poverty to save 
his children from it has done much 
to fill. the world with idle or lazy 
people, 


The good things of life are piea- 
sant and enjoyable. I would be the 
last to denounce those who make 
use of them. 

But nevertheless the luxury ad-" 
dict, who thinks of nothing but his 
own ease and pleasure, is a deteri- 
ment: to any. community in’ which 
he lives. 

Moreover, he is always unhappy, 
for possessing everything. that 
money can buy, he begins to desire 
things it cannot buy, like reputa- 
tion and distinction, and these are 
not to be acquired, as luxuries are, 
by paying for them in cash. 

I believe that enjoyment should 
be a part of ‘every life, and I am 
glad that I live in a time when the 
/motor car and the possibilities of 
travel are not beyond the reach of 
the average man, 

But if the average man begins to 
indulge in these things too luxuri- 
ously, he will soon deprive’ himself 
of a still greater source of enjoy- 
ment, which is pleasure in his 
work, and the ability to make pro- 
gress with it. 

Fortunately many of the men 
who have acquired great wealth 
have seen fit to devote it to the 
jendowing of educational. institu- 
tions .and hospitals and the. like, 
and thus, perhaps, have done much 
good in the world as such hermit 
philosophers as Thoreau. 

But they. are exceptions. Every- 
where around we see evidences of 
a: luxury craving which not only 
does its victim no_ good, but in- 
spires others with futile longings 
for wealth which they never can 
possess, and thus irritates.and em- 
bitters them. 

If you are working for wealth 
with the idea that the luxury it 
will bring will make you happy, you 
had- better stop working for it. 

Only a genuis can bear up suc- 

cessfully under the weight of a for- 
tune and still be of any value in 
the world. 

And though the kind of people 
who think that luxury is the one 
thing .to desire in the world are 
born at the rate of one every min- 


| ute, a genuis comes along once in

These articles dealing with serum, 
smallpox, and-vaccines have>been 
titled, “Universal Contamination” 
for the reason that practically ev- 
ery country has, oh has had, ex- 
periences with vaccination, and 
since Jenner introduced his “‘delu- 
sion” the practice of vaccination

son is contaminated and poisoned 
by vaccine serums, the title of “Uni- 
versal Contamination” is fitting.

Another Pass That 
‘Rock’ Developed 























BY SOL METZGER 
A standard stunt of Rockne was 
to make different plays look alike 
at the start. Not long ago I show- 
ed his famous reverse run with the 
outside back carrying the ball, fol- 
lowing a double spinner fake by the 
full back. Here we have the same 
thing occurring. The play itself is 

anything but a reverse run. 


The ball comes back to 4, who 
turns to the left, fakes handing it 
to 3 and then makes another turn 
and actually gives it to No.1. As 
1 takes the ball, 4 blocks the pur- 
suing right end. 2 has already 
blocked the charging right tackle.

\sOle feason for the stream of 
propaganda that pours from our 
so-called health boards in an en- 
deavor to force preventive medicine 
upom the people is to bring an im- 
mense of practice to the 
doctors of the community and sell 
an immense amount of serums and 
vaceines; according to Dr. Herbert 
M. Shelton in The Quest. He 
— thatthe propaganda carried 

n by these, institutions and inter- 
ext ig.no.more reliable than the 
that flooded this coun- 

sift 4914 on. It is made up 
of exaggerations, half truths, de- 
liberate falsehoods, inexcusable 
ignorance, gross superstition, and 
ag for- power and gold. It would 
laughable were it not so serious, 

the advice which is given for the 
public benefit which would send the 
people to the family doctor. If it 
really benefitted the public, it 
would injure the doctor’s trade. 
Health boards are not going to in- 
jure their own profession— not by 
~ @ny means. Health boards are de- 
voted to the interests of organized 
medicine. If any one has any 
doubt about the commercial aspect 
behind’ the motives of _ state 
health officers, that doubt should 
be definitely settled once and for 
all time by the following advice 
given by. Mathew Pfeiffenberger, 
M. D., President of the [Illinois 
State Medical Society whose at- 
titude is typical of health officials 
holding public office, whether that 
office be’ National, State, County 
or City, His advice, whichis quot- 
ed below, was intended only for the 
medics. who had gathered on this 
occasion in order to promote better 
cooperation and better co-ordina- 
tion between medical health offi- 
cials and members of the State 
Medical Society in their respective 
functions, especially in the admin- 
istration of public health measures. 

Dr. Pweiffenberger spoke in re- 
gard to “Preventive Medicine” and 
stated that “Prevention practiced 
to its utmost will create more work 
for the physicion and not diminish 
it, for the fulltime health officer 
will be educating his community 
constantly, There will be more 
vaccination, more immunizing, 
more-consuiting and more frequent 
use of the:physician. His’ services 
would be increased many fold.” 

In-this-confidential talk, he said 
further: “I am informed that epi- 
demic and.endemic infections cause 
only 12 per’cent of all deaths, and 
that this percentage is declining 
very rapidly. Only 15 per cent of 
all childen would ever get dipht- 
heria, even under epidemic condi- 
tions, while 100 per cent are pros- 
pects for toxin-antitoxin. The 
percentage who would ever get 
smallpox under present time con- 
ditions is even less, but 100 per cent 
are prospects for vaccination. Scar- 
let fever will soon come in for its 
100 per cent also, as it may for 
measles, judging. from the reports 
on that disease. Typhoid fever is 
disappearing, due to sanitation, but 
vaccination should be used when 
the individual travels into unknown 
territory and countries.” 

Isa moré callous disregard for 
the health and life of the victims of 
the health boards conceivable? 
They have the unheard-of-nerve to 
call ‘prevention’. that which in- 
creases the work of doctors! The 
doctors will get more money out of 
you as a result. of the work of the 
health boards. Then, too, there is 
the=numerous serious and lasting 
consequences which often develop 
from polluting the blood stream 
with vaccine virus. This also would 
make more work for the doctor. 

During the World War people 





used to shout “To Hell with Auto- 
cracy,” but we Bhave a much worse 
brand of autocracy in this country 
today than anything which con- 
fronted the people at that time, 
and conditions are not improving. 
Such Acts of Congress as the Rans- 
dell Act, with its companion bill, 
creating the National Institute of 
Health, place the administration of 
the public health directly under the 
control and supervision of organiz- 
ed medicine together with enorm- 
ous appropriations ($10,000,000.00) 
which will naturally be used in 
furthering the ends of medical 
autocracy and promoting the inter- 
ests and business of the serum and 
vaccine manufacturers regardless 
of the frightfull toll in lives, es- 
pecially the lives of children who 
will be the principal victims of 
these nostrums of the medical 
trust, because there is certain to be 
serious results in a large number 
of cases when inoculations are car- 
ried out on a large scale, often fat- 
alities occur immediately following 
this process of blood pollution. 
This medical autocracy is not a 
menace that may come upon us 
sometime in the future but it is 
here upon us right now. Medical 
autocracy of the Allopathic brand 
is a far greater menace and a 


greater curse than all other autro- a 


cracies that ever existed or ever 
threatened the peole of this coun- 
try. Many of the foreign coun- 
tries, among them Germany and 
England, abolished compulsory 
vaccination and inocultion when 
the dreadful results were realized. 

Preventive medicine is doing in- 
creasing damage to the health of 
the nation each year as it is car- 
ried out more extensively and more 
intensively. For year the medical 
trust has been perfecting its or- 
ganization with the definite ulti- 
mate aim of dominating as an 
autocrat in all matters of health 
and health administration. Unless 
checked the Allopaths will have an 
absolute monopoly on the healing 
art. Preventive medicine will be 
forced upon the public. Individual 
liberty will be ignored to an even 
greater extent than it is at present. 

Health education which is not 
dominated or censored by organiz- 
ed medicine is necessary in order 
to successfully combat the insidi- 
ous and increasing power of . the 
medics. When there is an awaken- 
ing on the part of the public to the 
serious menace‘of organized medi- 
cine to individual liberty,. drastic 
steps will be taken to correct the 
evils of preventive medicine which 
are now practiced in the interests 
of commercialized state medicine.

The Better. Business Bureau gets into the game and sends out 
its.false reports, leaflets and: circulars and the alarmed and 
intimidated press eliminates the advertising of the physician, 
firm, pharmaceutical house or hospital under persecution. 
The antagonistic interests think that an injunction of a court 
is all that is necegsary to finish a business already crippled by 


propaganda 


and persecution. The whole proceeding is stated 


with remarkable clearness by the court in the Marmola Case:
